CONDITIONS 

1. MISREPRESENTATION AND FRAUD. This policy shall be void if the Assured has concealed or misrepresented any material fact or circum- 
stance concerning this insurance or the subject thereof or in case of any fraud, attempted fraud or false swearing by the Assured touching any matter 
relating to this insurance or the subject thereof, whether before or after a loss. 

2. VALUATION. U nless otherwise provided in form attached, this Company shall not be liable beyond the actual cash value of the property at the 
time any loss or damage occurs and the loss or damage shall be ascertained or estimated according to such actual cash value with proper deduction 
for depreciation, however caused, and shall in no event exceed what it would then cost to repair or replace the same with material of like kind and 
quality. 

3. PAIR AND SET. It is understood and agreed that, in the event of loss of or damage to any article or articles which are a part of a set, the 
measure of loss of or damage to such article or articles shall be a reasonable and fair proportion of the total value of the set, giving consideration to 
the importance of said article or articles; but in no event shall such loss or damage be construed to mean total loss of set. 

4. PARTS. In case of loss or injury to any part of the insured property consisting, when complete for sale or use, of several parts, this Company shall 
only be liable for the insured value of the part lost or damaged. 

5. SUE AND LABOR. In case of loss or damage, it shall be lawful and necessary for the Assured, his or their factors, servants and assigns, to sue,

Failure by 
the Assured to report the said loss or damage and to file such sworn proof of loss as hereinbefore provided shall invalidate any claim under this policy 
for such loss. 

7. DOUBLE RECOVERY. No loss shall be paid hereunder if the Assured has collected the same from others. 

8. PAYMENT OF LOSS. All adjusted claims shall be paid or made good to the Assured within sixty (60) days after presentation and acceptance 
of satisfactory proof of interest and loss at the office of this Company. 

9. REINSTATEMENT. Every claim paid hereunder reduces the amount insured by the sum so paid unless the same be reinstated by payment of 
additional premium thereon. 

10. EXAMINATION UNDER OATH. The Assured shall submit, and so far as is within his or their power shall cause all other persons interested 
in the property and members of the household and employees to submit, to examinations under oath by any persons named by the Company, relative to 
any and all matters in connection with a claim and subscribe the same, and shall produce for examination all books of account, bills, invoices, and other 
vouchers or certified copies thereof if originals be lost, at such reasonable time and place as may be designated by the Company or its representatives 
and shall permit extracts and copies thereof to be made.

This policy may be canceled by the Company by mailing to the Assured at the address shown in this policy or last known ad- 
dress written notice stating when not less than five (5) days thereafter such cancelation shall be effective. The mailing of notice as aforesaid shall be 
sufficient proof of notice and the effective date of cancelation stated in the notice shall become the end of the policy period. Delivery of such written 
notice either by the Assured or by the Company shall be equivalent to mailing. 

If the Assured cancels, earned premiums shall be computed in accordance with the customary short rate fable and procedure. If the Company 
cancels, earned premiums shall be computed pro rata. Premium adjustment may be made at the time cancelation is effected and, if not then made, shall 
be made as soon as practicable after cancelation becomes effective. The Company’s check or the check of its representative mailed or delivered as 
aforesaid shall be a sufficient tender of any refund of premium due to the Assured.
